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PREFACE 


The first volume of the York County Virginia Record Book [Deeds, Orders, Wills] 
was abstracted several decades ago by Mr. Beverley Fleet as far as page 350 which 
court is dated 16 June 1657. However, in the book at York, the records continue on 
with the 1 January 1690 on page 351. These are accounts that extend from this date 
to 25 January 1695 and have been included in Volume One of the York records. 

Contained in this latter part of the volume are the deeds for the lots that were 
distributed for the creation of the Town of York. On 16 April 1691 an Act was passed 
for a Port or Town to be established in York County and Joseph Ring with Thomas 
Ballard were appointed as feoffees in trust. This is the land of Nicholas Martiau 
that came by inheritance to the Reade Family through the marriage of Elizabeth 
Martian to Coll. George Reade. Fifty acres of this land was surveyed by Lawrence 
Smith for the laying out of a Port or Town. 

Also there are other court records through a court held at York, 23 January 1694/5. 
This is a literal transcription of the material found in the latter section of the 
book. 
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351. This Indenture made the first day ofJanuary Ano. Dorn. 1690 and in the second 
year of the Reign of our Soveriegn Lord & Lady King William and Queen Mary etc. 
Between Samuel Tompkins of the Parish of Pocoson in York County, planter and Sarah 
his wife of the one part, and William Wise of the said parish and county, planter, 
of the other part, witnesseth that the said Samuel Tompkins & Sarah his wife for & 
in consideration of two negro slaves to them delivered and paid, before their en¬ 
sealing and delivery of these presents, by the said William Wise with which they 
acknowledge themselves paid and satisfied being of the value of fifty pounds sterl. 
and for divers other good causes and considerations them hereto moving. Have granted, 
bargained, sold, released,confirmed and sett over, and by these presents do fully 
freely and absolutely give, grant, bargain, sell, release, confirm and sett over to 
the said Wm. Wise, all that Plantacon or tract of land, situate in the parish and 
county aforesd on which the said Wm. Wise now liveth, containing two hundred Acres 
more or less, which was given by the last will & Testament of Anthony Rookesby, to 
Argoll Trevillian and his heirs for Ever, which said Argoll dying without will or 
issue, the same is descended and comes to the said Sarah as his only sister, & heir 
at Law, Together with all Houses, Orchards, Woods, Waters, priviliges, profits, 
commodites & appurtenances thereto belonging or appertaining, and all the estate, 
right, title,interest, revercon, claime C demand of the said Samuel Tdmpkins, & 

Sarah his wife, or either of them their or either of their heirs or assigns, of, 
in, or to the same, To have & to hold the sd. Plantacon or tract of land, with all 
the prebargained premises, to the said Wm. Wise, his heirs and assigns from hence¬ 
forth for Ever, to his & their own proper use & behoof for evermore to be held of 
our Sovereign Lord & Lady the King and Queen their heirs & successors under the 
Quit rents due and accustomed to be paid for the same, and the said Sam*11 Tomp¬ 
kins for himself and the said Sarah his wife, doe hereby for him and the heirs of 
the said Sarah, covenant promise and grant to the said Wm. Wise his heirs & assigns. 
That the said Sam'11 Tompkins and Sarah his wife now have a good estate in fee 
simple, and have full & good power & authority iN THE LAND TO BARGAIN & sell the 
said plantacon with the appurtenances to the said Wm. Wise & his heirs forever, 
and doe hereby warrant the same to the saidm. Wise & his heirs forever agst them 
the said Sam'll Tompkins and Sarah nis wit» and the heirs of the said Sarah, and all 
other persons claiming under him or her, And that the said Sam'11 Tompkins and 
Sarah his wife or the heirs of the said Sarah, shall at all times withen seven 
years now next coming, make doe acknowledge & execute such further & better assur- 
ancesof the said plantacon to the said Wm. Wise & his heirs for Ever, as by him or 
them shall be required, to be done at the cost and charges of the said Wm. Wise, 
and alsoe to acknowledge this Deed in York Court when required. In witness whereof 
the parties aforesaid have hereto set their hands and seals interchangeably the' 
day and year above written.
